Kenneth Williams, an agile 
man, made a “‘flight’’ to free- 
dom yesterday by jumping 20 
feet to the ground from the win- 
dow of a witness room in the 
Municipal Courts building. 

Williams had been placed in 


‘the room while officers sought 


warrants against him from the 
prosecuting attorney's office. 
When they returned, the only 
signs of their man were deep 
footprints in the ground under 
the window. , 

Williams, who gave an address 
in the 5200 block of Washington 
boulevard, was first arrested 
Thursday night for allegedly 
driving without a license and 
having an expired state license 
plate.

STRATTON VETOES 
PINBALL MEASURE 


SPRINGFIELD, Iil:, July 25 
(AP).—Gov. William G. Stratton 
yesterday vetoed a bill which 
sought to outlaw certain types 
of pinball machines as gambling 
devices. 

The Governor said if the ma- 
chines are being used for gam- 
bling purposes anywhere in the 
state, ‘‘the local authorities 
have plenary power under state 
law to stamp it out.” 

In addition, he said, the bill 
would make a distinction of 
“questionable validity” between 
pinball machines offering re- 
plays. 

The bill, introduced by Sen- 
ator McClory (Rep.), Lake 
Bluff, would have classified as 


gambling machines the pinballs, 


which offer replays and which 
have concealed meters for eras- 
ing replays. 

Other pinball machines which 
offer limited replays and do not 
have erasure switches now are 
classed as amusement devices. 

‘‘The objects sought by this 
bill can be fully accomplished 
by local authorities without ar- 
bitrarily giving preference to 
One type of amusement device 
ahd banning a similar type,” 
Stratton said in his veto mes- 
sage. 


He pointed out the Illinois Su- | 


preme Court has held a free 
play on an amusement device 
“fs not a valuable play and that 
it is unrealistic to held that the 
charice of winning a greater or 
lesser amount of amusement is 
gambling.” 


When the biil was discussed 
before the House Executive 
Committee in June, witnesses 
testified there were about 3000 
of the type of pinballs whose 
outlawing was sought in Iili- 
nois. 

An attorney for the Bally 
Manufacturing Co. of Chicago, 
which makes pinballs, contend- 
ed present Illinois laws were 
sufficient to curb any gambling 
that might result from use of 
concealed meters.

Plans for a 17-story co-opera- 
tive apartment building on the 
southwest corner of Skinker 
boulevard and Southwood ave- 
nue, opposite Forest Park, were 
announced today by I. E. Mill- 
stone, president of Millstone 
Construction, Inc. 

The building, to be known as 
“801 Skinker,”’ was described as 
a $3,000,000 project to be fin- 
anced entirely by private capi- 
tal. It will have 30 or 40 luxury 
apartments which will be sold 
to tenants at prices ranging 
from about $15,000 to $50,000. 

Millstone said he hoped to 
start construction by the end 
of this year and complete the 
building by the end of 1960. 
Working plans are now being 
completed by Richard Hafner, 
a St. Louis architectural engi- 
neer. 

The apartments will have 
floor - to - ceiling windows on 
three sides and overhanging 
canopies. Each unit will have 
its own heating and air-condi- 
tioning controls.

The purchaser of an apart- 
ment in ‘801 Skinker’’ will pay 
about 50 per cent cash and in- 
cur a mortgage loan covering 
the other half. 

In the event that an insufficient 
number of shares are sold, the 
co-operative idea could be 
dropped and the building could 
be operated as a rental apart- 
ment, Millstone said. 

Ownership of a co-operative 
apartment can be a means of 
tax savings, it was pointed out. 
A person making a profit by 
selling his home pays no tax on 
the gain if it is applied on pur- 
chase of another home within 
one ‘year. 

Tenant stockholders in a co- 
operative apartment are eén- 
titled to deduct from their gross 
income their proportionate 
share of taxes and interest paid 
by the apartment corporation. 

The actual savings to each 
individual depend on his in- 
come-tax bracket.

The United States doctors, es- 
in areas, 1 chsintan now com- 
monly sta of health care. If 
possible, new doctors also should be better 
trained, especially in non-medical subjects. 
Yet the medical schools have been graduating 
barely enough students to replace the doctors 
who retire or die each year. They have been 
saying, not without justification, that their 
facilities allow no more. 

There has been no fundamental change in 
the plan of medical education since the fa- 
mous Flexner report of half-a-century ago 
closed the diploma mills. This was the re- 
port which stirred Chancellor Robert S. Brook- 
ings to transform the Washington University 
medical school into an institution second to 
none in the land, So a new. “break-through” 
in medical training has been sought for some 
time. Now it seems to be at hand, thanks to 
a study grant by the Rockefeller Foundation. 

The Foundation asked several Boston Uni- 
versity faculty members, not all of them doc- 
tors of medicine, to make recommendations. 
The recommendations are about to be adopt- 
ed, as is seemly, by their own university. 
Undoubtedly they will be adopted elsewhere 
if they produce more doctors by cutting down 
the time of their training and also raise the 
quality of that training. If so, those in need 
of medical care should be most grateful. 

The outstanding feature of the new plan 
is its reduction in the number of years spent 
in college. Students will attend the liberal 
arts school for two years and then go to the 
medical school for four years. Part of their 
time will be spent in clinical clerkships in 
medicine, surgery, pediatrics, psychiatry, ob- 
stetrics and home care. About one third of 
the time even in the medical school will be 
reserved for non-medical electives such as 
religion, ethics, history and literature. So 
the graduates should not be narrow special- 
ists, ignorant in all fields but their own. 

To insure progress, students will have the 
help of two groups of tutors—one for the 
medical and another for non-medical courses. 
Their living quarters are to be arranged so 
that students of all levels as well as faculty 
members will intermingle even after stool 
hours. This may not suit the teacher who 
desires to attend his private practice after an 
hour or two on the campus, but it should fa- 
cilitate that considerable portion of the learn- 
ing process which always takes place outside 
the classroom. 

The advantages to the student are obvious. 
By cutting the time span of medical educa- 
tion, the plan automatically will reduce its 
often prohibitive expense, and so bring more 
qualified young people into the field. Yet 
this is not nearly as important as its promise 
to the nation of more good doctors. 


And Still More Wheat 

As expected, the nation’s wheat farmers 
again have voted to continue the costly sup- 
port program that already has produced a 
$3,000,000,000 reserve and surplus supply— 
enough to meet domestic needs for almost 
three years. The margin of victory, if it can 
be called that, in the referendum was four to 
one, with fewer than one-fourth of the eligible 
growers voting. The lack of interest is under- 
standable; there was not much choice. A 
vote against continuing the program would 
have lowered the legal minimum support 
price from $1.77 a bushel to $1.18. 

At his news conference Wednesday, Presi- 
dent Bisenhower: again expressed the hope 
Congress would enact a “decent farm bill,” 
which, he ‘said, “is terribly important to the 
United States, even at this late date.” If the 
President is sincere, why does he not try to 
obtain at least a stop-gap compromise? Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Benson's proposal to gear 


“wheat supports to 75 per cent of the average 


market price of the last three years, rather 
than to 75 per cent of parity as at present, 
was rejected at the Capitol. A bipartisan pro- 
posal from top members of the House Agricul- 
ture Committee that Mr. Eisenhower hold a 
“summit” conference on the wheat problem 
got no response. Presumably Mr. Benson 
does not want a spotlighted gathering of farm 
experts, few of whom agree on a remedy. 

The fact that the surpluses keep piling up 
at the expense of the taxpayers seems second- 
ary to the jockeying of farm politicians. As 
with the weather, everybody talks about wheat 
but nobody does anything. 


.The Sacred Ballot 


Congressmen now studying a new civil 
rights law ought first of all to consider that 
the 1957 Civil Rights Act has not done what 
it was primarily intended to do. It has not 
given strong protection to the right to vote. 

Two years ago President Eisenhower said 
the main objective was “to prevent anybody 
illegally from interfering with any individu- 
Congress eventually ac- 
cepted this strategy and gave the Attorney 
General power to sue.to protect voting rights, 
but no others. The right to vote was so basic, 
proponents of the 1957 act asserted, that not 
even racial extremists would challenge it. 

This prediction has been discredited by 
history. The Justice Department has filed 
only three suits under the 1957 act and so far 
has met extreme difficulty in assuring any- 
body's right to vote. 

First, the registrars of Terrell county, Ga., 
were accused of barring five Negroes from 
registering. A federal district judge in 
Macon, Ga., then held the 1957 law’s voting 
provisions unconstitutional on the ground that 
the Fifteenth Amendment applies only to 
deprivation of rights by states, not by private 
individuals. The case has been appealed to 
the Supreme Court. 

Second, the registrars of Macon county, 
Ala., were charged with voting discrimination. 
A federal judge dismissed this case because 
the registrars had resigned. When the Gov- 
ernment sought to sue the State of Alabama, 
the Federal Circuit Court of Appeals in New 
Orleans held that the 1957 act did not em- 
power the Government to sue a state, 

Third, the Justice Department recently 
charged that 1281 Negroes had been removed 
from the voting list in Washington Parish, La., 
because of challenges filed by White Citizens 
Council members. The suit named the parish 
registrar, the local council and four of its 
officers. This case is pending. 

Meanwhile Négroes have had a difficult 
time extending their voting rights in many 
parts of the Deep South. A few days ago 
several tried to register at Tuskegee, Ala., 
but the registrars simply did not appear.

Equally respectable sources within the Sys- 
tem believe trading could usefully be extend- 
ed to the longer maturities, and they do not 
think this in itself would be any more in- 
flationary than the “bills only” policy of Mr. 
Martin. 

Whichever side is right, we cannot see that 
the roof is going to fall in just because Con- 
gress, which is the constitutional repository 
of the power to control the money supply, 
expresses a tentative and hedged opinion. 
Speaker Rayburn indicates very strongly that 
if Congress can’t express its ‘‘sense” in this 
way, the Treasury is not going to get authori- 
ty to pay higher interest rates on long-term 
bonds. And that might be far more inflation- 
ary in the end than a “sense of. Congress” 
amendment. ; 


The amendment could be rendered fool- 
proof, we should think, by making it refer 
to contraction as well as expansion of the 
money supply, sales as well as purchases of 
long-term securities. What's wrong with 
letting Congress say what it thinks about 
open market operations, and letting the FRB 
do what it thinks it ought to do? 


Air Speed and Ground Speed 


Although the jet airliner flashing across 
the country at 550 miles an hour is still some- 
what of a novelty, aviation circles are talking 
of airliners with three and four times the 
speed of sound as being just around the pro- 
verbial corner. 

Development of the B-70 bomber, which is 
to have a speed in excess of 2100 miles an 
hour, is cited as proof that the supersonic air- 
liner is not far behind. Some wags have 
pointed out that when the airliner witha 
Mach-3 speed arrives, a man can eat lunch 
in New York and fly to Los Angeles in time 
to eat the breakfast he did not have time to 
eat in. New York. 

That is all very interesting, but is he going 
to eat that breakfast circling Los Angeles 
awaiting permission to land? And is he 
going to have to spend half an hour getting 
his luggage once he is on the ground? And 
will he make the trip from the airport to his 
downtown hotel in time to be served his sec- 
ond lunch or his first dinner of the day? 


No More Proper fora Senator 

It is touching to find Senator Dirksen of 
Illinois so concerned about “serving constitu- 
ents” and “helping friends” and aiding the 
uninitiated in getting around in Washington's 
“big, baffling, labyrinthine government.” 
Touching but unconvincing. For after the 
Republican Senate leader shuts off the stream 
of his oratory, an incontrovertible fact re- 
mains. It is just as improper for a Senator 
to bring pressure on an independent regula- 
tory agency as it is for a Sherman Adams to 
put the squeeze on from the White House. 

What the Senator may properly do is to 
explain to his constituent the role of the regu- 
latory agency—the Federal Communications 
Commission, the Federal Trade Commission, 
the Federal Power Commission or whichever 
one it may be. He may and should tell the 
constituent how to go about getting proper 
information from the commission, how to file 
a proceeding, whom to call, whom to write, 
whom to see. 

But the Senator who takes up a pending 
case with a commissioner may very well have 
voted on the confirmation of the commis- 
sioner for his seat. He puts pressure on the 
official much as a representative of the ap- 
pointing power puts on pressure when he 
calls from the Executive Department. 

The FCC recognizes this in its new regula- 
tions that bar ex parte contacts—the contacts 
made privately by an interested party to one 
commissioner or employe of the FCC without 
the knowledge of other parties or commis- 
sioners. This is the kind of activity that ex- 
Commissioner Richard A. Mack specialized in 
before the Sherman Adams scandals came 
into the open. Just such contacts caused the 
Federal Court of Appeals to void the FCC's 
transfer of television Channel 2 from Spring- 
field, Ill., to St. Louis. 

Congress created the regulatory agencies 
as independent bodies because it would be 
fatal to their work for them to be anything 
else. The new rule of the FCC is already in 
force in some other agencies. 


That Tax Machine 


The Internal Revenue Service soon will 
have an electric recording machine which 
will carry on a magnetic tape a master file 
on every taxpayer from the time he first 
comes on the rolls until he dies. At the push 
of a button, the financial history of John Doe 


or Mary Roe, be it long or be it short, will | 


flash before the eyes of the examining agent. 

Just as soon as that machine is installed, 
the Revenue Service should set about devising 
one to aid the taxpayer. It would be quite nice 
to walk up to an electronic device, talk your 
income and outgo problem into it, listen to a 
bit of whirring, and have a ticket drop out 
with the amount due stamped on it.

Between Book Ends Civil war Reprint 


NARRATIVE OF MILITARY OPERA-
